It is the last link of a 
major span of the channel 
between International Air­ 
port and Vermont Avenue 
(near 17Rth Street), which 
winds through portions of

VERMONT TO 
WILMINGTON (CARSON)

I'Yom Vermont, plans call 
for continuing the channel 
in a south-easterly direction 
(near the San Diego Free­ 
way route) through the ('ar­ 
son area to Wilmlngton Ave­ 
nue (at 223rd Street).

Bids have been called for

the stretch between Wil- 
mington Avenue and Ava- 
lon Boulevard and a eon- 
tract should be awarded in 
August. Hahn said. Comple­ 
tion is scheduled for Decem­ 
ber, 1965.

Award of construction 
contract for the remaining 
reach from Vermont to Ava- 
lon is scheduled for June, 
1964. Its completion in June, 
1966, will complete the en­ 
tire project.
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Several bridges and cross­ 
ings are being reconstructed 
prior to the main channel 
work between Vermont and 
Avalon. The comity road de­ 
partment is working on the 
Figueroa Street bridge and 
expects to have it complete 
this month, while the city 
crossing and the Harbor 
of Los Angeles is recon­ 
structing the 1S2nd Street 
bridge and aiming for a No­ 
vember, 1963, completion 
date

Already recon st.ruct.ed 
are the Main Street Bridge 
Freeway crossing. A contract 
ti im-prove the 100th Street 
bridge is set for award in 
N o v e m b e r and the job 
should be finished in April, 
1064.
